producer. It was interesting to note that 
Denmirk was now supplying two-thirds of the 
total bacon imports into England, and con- 
sideration of this fact would demonstrate .to 
us the extent ot the potential expansion of 
which this trade is capable. As regards the 
egg trade in which we at present predomi- 
nated in the English markets, he said, the 

elimination of wasteful stock and the more 
general adoption of the best poultry strains 
would seem to b of prime importance.

question traditional knowledge, merely because 
traditional character. It would 
encourage & ov" of taking all that is best 
in the methods of the past and ae 
them with the result of those experimenta 
and research deta. In a word, the farmer 
who had enjoyed technical training must be 
4 progressive man; a man who will be best 
itted to make the most of industry, and one 
who would be able to take his part in the 
national service of putting the agricultural 
oulput of the country in the forefront of the 
world’s produce, with accompanying advan- 
tages to himself and the community. 

With pleasure he observed the policy of the 
Irish Trade Commission in re ee 
many opportunities were seized of a speci 
display of Irish goods at exbibitions, trade 
fairs, etc. That was propaganda of the right 
character.

ainters constantly employed by Mr. Gibson. 

n the Ist of February, 1928, the plaintiff 
was consequently summarily dismissed by Mr. 
Gibson, i 

The defence was virtually a general traverse 
of the cause of action, a denial that the 
plaintiff was at any material time a member 
of the United House and Ship Painters’ and 
Decorators’ Union of Ireland, or of any recog- 
nised society of painters, and a denial that 
the union mentioned ever existed or was ever 
registered as a trade union. As a further 
defence it was stated that if the said words 
were spoken or published by the defendants, 
or either of them, they were spoken and 
published bona fide, and without malice. and 
in the belief that they were true and on a 
privileged occasion. 

The defendants had filed separate defences, 
and were separately represented. 

The grounds of the appeal were that the 
learned judge misdirected the jury by not 
directing them that the words mentioned in 
the first question put to them were not 
capable of the defamatory meanings alleyed, 
and that there was no evidence to sustain 
the findings in the answers to the other 
questions. 

Goth defendants appealed—Mr. Mulhall’s 
Saye being taken first—and sought to have 
the verdict and judgment set aside, and a 
new trial of the action ordered.

ALLEGED FRAUD. 


MAN ACCUSED OF SELLING 
MARGARINE AS BUTTER. 


John Joseph Hately, an elderly man 
pleaded ‘‘not gwuiltv ” of having on divers 
dates between October 22 and November 23, 
1928, pretended that he was an agent for 
Irish farm butter, and sold as such butter 
inargarine to several persons in Clontarf. 

The case for the State, as set out by Mr. 
Carrigan, K.C., was that the defendant 
carried on this astonishing fraud very profit- 
ably in an appavently simple and _ straight- 
forward manner. It took some time to Rnd 
it out. On November 27 last Detective- 
Officer “ryan was in Moore street, Dublin. 
and saw the accused man coming out of the 
Maypole Dairv with a suit case. When he 
asked what the case contained the accused 
man rephed margarine, which he had pur- 
chase? in the dairy for the purpose of ex- 
changing it with farmers in Donabate for 
eggs and poultry. There were thirty-six one- 
pound packages of margarine and butter in 
the case lhe defendant bought hundred- 
weights of margarine from the Maypole 
Dairv, and he told his customers that he 
represented a combination of farmers in 
Donahate who wanted to get rid of the 
middleman's profit by supplying the butter 
dire et. He was doing such a trade that 


actually he hired a man to carry round tho. 


butter. He bought the margarme at 10d. 
and 104d. per ib. and sold it as butter at 
is. 6d. per lb. 

The case had not concluded when the Court 
adjourned till to-day. 


STBAM WAGON AND 
MOTOR CAR. 


£170 DAMAGES AWARDED, 
(BEFORE JUDGE GLEESON)  —. 

The hearing concluded of the case in which 
Thomas Studdert, 185 Clonliffe road, Dublin, 
transport superintendent. of the Galens-Signai 
Oil Company of Ireland, Ltd., claimed 
damages from the Merchants’ Warehousing 
Company, Ltd., 11 Burgh quay, Dublin, for 
personal injuries and damage to his motor 
car, caused by the alleged negligence of 
the defendants’ servants in the manage- 
ment of a steam wagon at Alexandra road, 
on November 27th, 1927. It was stated on 
behalf of plaintiff that the wagon was driven 
out of a side road and crashed into the door 
of his car. On the other hand, it was alle 
on the part of the defendants that the 
accident was due to the plaintiff himself, as 
he had ample room to pass and that the 
driver of the wagon brought it to a stop at 
the corner when he saw the plaintiff approach- 
ing. 

The Judge, in deciding the case, said that 
he was forced to accept the account of the 
occurrence given by Mr. Studdert. It was 
the duty of the driver of a vehicle like the 
steam lorry to exercise the most extreme 
vigilance when. coming out on to the 
Alexandra road, having regard to the .traffic 
that might have been expected there. That 
was not done, and the cause of the accident 
was the negligence of defendants’ driver. He 
gave a decree for £170.

Deeds Wanled. 


I think that it is high time that effective 
steps were taken to control 'bus services in 
this country. There has been quite enough 
talk about the matter, but it seems as if 
the authorities were awaiting the spur of 
sonfe horrible accident to induce them to 
enforce the existing regulations or to 
introduce new measures. 

The practice of allowing any number of 
passengers to stand in the "buses cries out 


for immediate attention. One or two 
standing passengers may not be too 
objectionable, but when the entire 


companion-way is crowded the conditions 
are intolerable In the first place, all 
the passengers suffer acute discomfort from 
inadequate ventilation, and in this respect 
the ‘‘sitters’’ are as badly, if not worse, 
off than the ‘‘standers.’’ Secondly, 
passengers desiring to alight find it nearly 
impossible to attract the driver’s attention, 
and, even if they succeed in doing so, they 
can get out of tle 'bus only by brute force. 
This evil is particularly noticeable in the 
small vehicles. 

I have noticed that as a *bus approaches 
it is very difficult to see whether or not 
the seating accommodation is entirely 
occupied. The result is that people have 
actually to enter before they discover that 
there is ‘*standing room only ”; by that 
time the “bus is on its way and the un- 
fortunate person is virtually forced to 
accept the situation. 

Why not provide every 'bus with an 
unmistakable “- car full” sign, and insist

His One English Word. 


The story of the Swiss passport official 
who summarised his recollections of 
Dublin in the words, “ Phoenix Park! 
Guinness!” reminds a motor cycling 
correspondent of another foreigner who 
knew only one word of English, and that 
word was Irish, to wit, Guinness. He 
was a Spanish competitor in the Tourist 
Trophy races in the Isle of Man. It was 
his great delight to ‘‘ stand ” bottles of 
champagne to other competitors during 
the weeks before the race. ‘‘ Guinness,” 
he would call, and the champagne would 
be produced. To him “ Guinness”’ indi 
cated each and every form of excisable 
liquor. 


Angling in Ireland. 


Apropos of “ record’’ salmon caught in 
Ireland, the literature relating to angling 
in this country is relatively small, and 
the records remarkably scanty. One of 
the earliest is from the Chronicum 
Scotorum, which describes a salmon caught 
at Limerick in A.D. 1109 as “' twelve feet 
in length, twelve hands in breadth, and 
the length of its neck fin three hands and 
two fingers.’’ There is a story recorded 
in the Field of 1880, of a deal box over 
five feet long which opened as some 
porters were taking it out of a train at 
Mallow, and disclosed a magnificent 
salmon, weighing 76lb., which had been 
caught between Ballyduff and Lismore. 
{Incredible as many of the salmon-fishing 
stories are, as told in some of the older 
books, pike seems to have a still worse 
effect on the veracity of the angler, and in 
many districts weird tales of the ferocity 
of this fish have passed into the legends 
of the countryside. 


Hilaire Be‘loc’s New Book. 


Mr. Hilaire Belloc, who is the son of a 
French barrister, is admirably fitted to 
deal with the life of Cardinal Richelieu, 
the great stutesman-cleric of the seven- 
teenth century, and he has completed a 
study which, I hear, will be published in 


; London in a few 
weeks’ time. 
Mr. Belloc is one 


of the most amazing 
literary men of the 
day. He chooses 
generally for his 
books subjects which 
demand an enormous 
amount of study and 
research. but this las 
little effect on his 
output, and he 
continues to turn out 
at regular intervals 
hooks which demand 
the attention of the 
literary world. It is only a few months 
since he published a book on ‘‘ How the 
Keformation Happened,’’ and in addition 
to these individual publications he is 
closely at work on a Jlistory of England. 
The range of his literary work is by no 
means confined to history ; for he has pub- 
lished books on poetry, politics, religion 
and many other subjects. 

Richelieu is largely remembered because 
of his eminence in the Church. But after 
his first bishopric he turned to politics, 
supporting the interests of Mary de 
Medici, and through her interest he 
became Secretary of State. He accom- 
panied her in exile to Blois, and by his 
intrigues secured her reconciliation with 
her son. This brought him the reward of 
the cardinalate, and he later became Prime 
Minister. Mr. Belloc in his new study 
draws a comparison between the French 
statesman and Bismarck. 


Street Cries. 


The passing of the cockle-seller with his 
familiar cry has been lamented by a corre- 
spondent in the “Diary.” A centtry ago 
there were numerous street-cries in Dublin, 
some of them as peculiar to the city as the 
famous London ‘‘cries’’ to the place of 
their origin.

Antique Shops. 


Roaming around the antique shops of 
Dublin, as so many people love to do, one 
sometimes comes across examples of the 
art of the silhouettist, once so popular, 
and now coming into fashion again. 
Collectors make a distinction between 
silhouettes and ‘‘ cut-outs,’’ as they are 
called. The latter are done skilfully with 
a scissors, and the likeness is as perfect in 
its wry as the head on a coin or a Wedg- 
wood cameo, whereas the real silhouette 
was reproduced from an actual shadow, 
the original being life-size, and we”: much 
more dificult, as it had to be reduced 
afterwards to the miniature size with 
which we are familiar. Grouped around 
a mantelpiece, in their narrow black 
frames, these little likenesses are not only 
of interest in themselves, but have an 
agreeahle, sentimental flavour of Victorian 
times. 


A Dublin Coffee House. 


The coffee-houses of London have passed 
into history for the réle they played in 
the social life of the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries. Dublin, too, had 
its noted resorts for the discussion of 
politics and the dissemination of gossip, 
und one of the most famous of these was 
Dick’s Coffee House in Christchurch 
place, owned by one Richard Pue, a 
publisher, who ran a newspaper called 
Pue’s Occurrences.

MUSICAL INSTRUMENTS 
OF MILTON’S DAY. 


THE DOLMETSCH FAMILY IN 
RECITALS. 


The recitals in the Royal Dublin Society's 
series took an unusual turn yesterday, when 
Mr. Arnold Dolmetsch and family appeared, 
and gave recitals of old music on the instru- 
ments for which it was written. To hear 
performances of that kind is instructive and 
illuminating, and enables the student of music 
to appreciate many points with regard to old 
music which could not otherwise 
apparent. At the very least, one gets the 
impression that there was more good sense In 
the music than had been suspected; one 
becomes aware that when performed originally 
in its proper proportions it sounded well. and 
its effects ‘‘ came off’’ successfully—which is 
by no means always so when we play the 
same compositions on instruments of totally 
different calibre. : 

After being impressed for years with the 
importance and ‘interest of Bach s music. 
many pianists have felt deep disappointment 
at finding, as they do, that they can make 
nothing satisfactory of the preludes and 
fugues in the “ Wohltempirte Clavier ' or of 
the pieces in the French and Italian Suites. 
no matter how lightly these are played on the 
full-toned modern pianoforte. The fame of 
this music comes to us, however, in tradition 
from musicians who knew the music as Bach 
intended it to sound. To hear Mr. 
Dolmetsch play some of the preludes and 
fugues on a clavichord yesterday was to be 
assured that Bach did not miscalculate. The 
instrument for which he wrote, we found, 
was a tiny one, with tones tight and thin, 
quite unlikely to produce the jumble of sound 
that issues in performance of the same many- 
stranded music on a resonant pianoforte. 

That this tightness of tone is a requisite in 

the attempt to get the proper effect of Bach’s 
music I have proved to myself latelv bv 
means of a gramaphone and some records of 
Bach pieces. The record of Miss Mvra 
Hess’s playing of the choral prelude, ‘‘ Jesu, 
joy of man’s desiring,’’ and of a Gigue from 
a French Suite, is a perfect delight when 
“sed with the lightest possible needle and 
the sound-chamber almost closed. In that 
way one gets an effect not unlike that of the 
little clavichord that hardly spread its frail 
tones to the ears of a hushed and intent 
audience at Ballsbridge yesterday afternoon. 
In the same way—as again may be tested 
by gramaphone—the tone produced by plavers 
of stringed instruments to-day is different in 
value from that which accords with the 
proper effect of the old music. Care must be 
taken, however, not to carry the notion of 
timited tone too far: it is necessary to 
remember that the harpsichord, for example, 
has certain effects which, though not similar 
to those of the pianoforte, are powerful in 
their own way, and that other old instru- 
ments were so coarse and thick in tone as to 
produce a relative balance in ensemble that 
probably is not regained even by modern 
ingenuities of calculated re-scoring. 
Points such as these were made plain by 
demonstration in the course of the recitals 
yesterday. Music of the seventeenth centurv 
was played on the harpsichord and the 
clavichord, on consorts of viols and recorders. 
on the lute, and on combinations of these 
instruments. Mr. Dolmetsch, who has made 
the study of ancient instruments his life- 
task, learnt their secrets by handling, repair- 
ing and copying mavy specimens, and by 
working through experiment to success in the 
construction ol copies and new models. 


HASLEMERE FESTIVALS. 


At his country home and workshop: at 
Haslemere, on the southern border of Surrey, 
he has a collection of instruments of oid 
patterns, on which he and his family have 
learned to play, as they believe, in the old 
styles and with effects corresponding to those 
of the period to which the several instruments 
belong. Every year now they hold festivals 
at Haslemere, at which they present in 
recital-series various aspects of music of the 
period when ancient and almost primitive in- 
strumental music was feeling its way towards 


the beginnings of modern instrumental 
music. lt is largely due to their practical 
work, supplementing the work on manu- 


scripts of musical antiquaries, that recognition 
has been gained for the importance, long 
obscured, of the English school of instru- 
mental composers of the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries. Mr. Dolmetsch him- 
self overflows with enthusiasm for this work, 
and yesterday, with humour and proud 
vigour that proved him to be a young man 
at seventy years of age, he communicated 
enthusiasm not only by his manner of play- 
ing, but also by frequent interjections of 
spoken comment. 

The recitals, therefore, attracted musicians 
not only by the promise of valuable in- 
struction, but also by the pleasure of meeting 
this interesting exponent of a special branch 
of music. ‘The details of the programme 
deserve, in the circumstances, to be put on 
record here. At the afternoon recital Mr, 
Dolmetsch and members of his family played 
the following works of J. S. Bach and Henry 
Purcell :'— 

1, Concerto in D minor for harpsichord 
and strings (Bach) ; 2, Song, with harpsichord 
and viola da gamba, “ Ye Gentle Spirits of 
the Air ” (Purcell) ; 3, ““ The Golden Sonata,”’ 
for two violins, viola de gamba and harp- 
sichord (Purcell) ; 4, Toccata and Fugue in 
D major for the harpsichord (Bach); and 
Preludes and Fugues for the clavichord, from 
““ Das Wohltempirte Clavier’ (Bach).

| A FILM OF THE WEEK. 


‘“ WINGS '” AT THE CAPITOL 
THEATRE. 


So many films nowadays are heralded as 
super-productions and “ record-breakers”’ 
that one felt inclined to question all that 
had been said in advance of ‘‘ Wings,” the 
much-advertised air film. However, even 
the greatest of doubting Thomases, on seeing 
this tilm, would pay tribute to its greatness. 
lt more than justifies all the praise that 
has been bestowed upon it, and, as a picture 
of aviation, it is the biggest thing that 
motion photography has yet achieved. in 
some respects it may be proclaimed the most 
advanced of any work yet attempted. The 
story on which the film is based is very thin, 
but it serves its purpose in providing the 
Paramount Company with an epic film. 

Ten years after the cessation of the World 
War, one would have thought there was 
nothing new to have been presented as a 
subject for a moving picture. The war, in 
all its aspects, had apparently been worn 
threadbare. . But the passage of the years has 
contributed materially towards the making of 
‘‘Wings’”’ a picture which seeks to present 
some idea of the wonderful part played by 
the Air Force. during the conflict. In keep- 
ing with the broader vision and the letter 
understanding of things and men that now 
prevail, the producers have sought to make 
the story as broadminded as possible. The 
heroes of the story are American, but neither 
they nor their colleagues in the Allied i‘lying 
Services are lauded in any degree higher tian 
the flyers of the German Forces. There is 
one delightful incident, in which the German 
Ace, Hellerman, refuses to Shoot down his 
Allied rival, whose machine-gun has jammed. 
The aim of the film is to convey an idea of 
operations of the Air Force; the rerve- 
wracking nature of their task of patrolling 
the clouds, and, more than all, the smiling 
way in which these dare-devils went about 
their work. They were the real heroes— 
fatalists if you will—accepting what was 
coming to them cheerfully. 

Certainly the principal actors in the film 
lack nothing in dare-devilry. The manner 
in which they conduct their air battles is 
thrilling One feels & shudder, as now this, 
then that one, plunges headlong into a spiral 
dive towards the earth. It is in the filming 
of these incidents that one realises the 
advance that has been made in motion 
photography. There are wonderful ‘‘shots”’ 
taken high up in the clouds. The earthward 
dive of the ‘plane in the last great 
scene could only have ben _ secured 
at the imminent risk of life. In this and in 
every incident there has been the greatest 
effort, without consideration of cost, to catch 
the real atmosphere of the fighters of the air. 
The detailed parade of the making of airmen 
will be followed with keen interest from the 
preparatory groundwork, through the various 
stages of testing the flyers’ nerves, up to the 
time when the recruit has become the skilled 
tiyer—cool, calculating, and daring in face of 
aeath. “Wings” certainly gives an 
illuninating picture of the services rendered 
by the Air forces during the world conflict. 

As an introduction to the story, there is a 
very interesting review on the tim, marking 
the various landmarks in the development ot 
tiying, not the least interesting perhaps being 
devoted to the historic flight ot the Bremen 
irom Dublin to the United States. 

the effects accompanying the film are very 
realistic, the drone of the motors being par- 
ticulariy thrilling. further realism is etfected 
by a device that enlarges the settings until 
at times one feels that the aeroplanes are 
nying right out into the auditorium.

In 1900 a pair were 
purchased for 12,500 francs, and the 
price now is 30,000 francs. There are 
only 68 in existence, and the value 
increases because, as specimens pass out 
of private hands, they go usually to rich 
museums; and so the number of 
potentially saleable examples decreases 

The rarest thing about the Great Auk 
is its skeleton, of which only twenty-four 
exist. The Great Auk has attained 
the position of the works of a creat 
painter, in that the stealing of a 
stuffed specimen, an egg, or a skeleton 
is not likely to bring any profit to the 
thief. The specimens are so few 
well known that public sale of one of 
them, improperly acquired, would be 
impossible.

They might take it for 
certain that, with agriculture in the present 
state of difficuliy, an additional burden could 
not be borne. If farmers had to buy their 
needs in a dearer market, it would bring 
about the position that farmers would not be 
able to make ends meet, and with yearly Joss 
of capital probably 25,000 would be employed 
in the towns, and 35,000 would lose their 
employment in the country, and these would 
eventually find their way into the towns.

THE CURRENCY. 
The utterances with regard to the currency 
are extremely vague.

DANGER OF DEFLATION. 

Deflation for a time may confer certain ad- 
vantages on certain sections of the community, 
but there is this to be remembered, that a 
country which introduces a policy of deflation 
will not be able to stop it until a collapse 
such as happened in Germany ensues. It 
inevitably reduces the real wages of the 
workers, and it is to the benefit of the manu- 
facturer.

A new scale of salaries for branch 
managers of employment offices in the 
Free State will take effect from April Ist, 
according to a circular letter dated 


a.] the officials concerned by the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce. The 
revision of salaries, which the circular 
states is based upon the number of unem- 
ployment insurance cards current in every 
one of the districts, will mean heavy re- 
ductions of salaries for the majority of 
branch managers and a small increase for 
a few. The new arrangement, it is stated, 
is designed to remove certain anomalies in 
the remuneration of this class of officials. 

In some cases branch managers will have 
their salaries reduced by 25 to 50 per cent., 
and in a few cases increases of from £5 to 
£10 a year will result. 

It is understood that a great number of 
the officials concerned are part-time 
workers at the exchanges, and the reduc- 
tions in a few cases will operate as 
follows : —

MISSING WICKLOW 
BOY. 


DREAM LEADS TO 
FINDING OF BODY. 


It was revealed at an inquest which was 
held by Dr. Hamilton, Coroner for East 
Wicklow, that a dream resulted in the finding 
of the body of Patrick Burke (14), who was 
missing from his home Since Deceniber 17 
last. The body was wedged between two 
boulders in the Avonmore river, « mile from 
the dead boy's ‘residence. a 

Patrick Burke, postman, Clara Vale, Rath- 
drum, the father of the boy, said that on 
December 17 last. he and his sow had dinne! 
together, and afterwards the boy went play- 
ing with a football. That was the last he 
saw of him, and when he did not return he 
searched for him. Fatlitvg to get any trace 
of the boy he summeued kelp, and, with 
Guards and neighbouryy°searched all night 
along the Avonmore. Since that; day he had 
been searching frequently, helped by Michael 
Hyland. a 

Michael Hyland came *to him and told him 
that he had had a dream on the night of 
Januarv 23rd last, in which he thought he 
had discovered the boy’s body wedged 
between two rocks down the river. The 
witness went with him along the 
river, aud Hyland brought him to 
4 particalar spot, and indicated 
the rocks he meant. Witness took off his 
boots and stockings, went into the water, 
put down his hands hetween the rocks, felt 
a: body, and lifted it up sufficiently to 
identify it as that of his son. He notified 
the Guards. His boy was strong, healthy 
and happy in his home, and without enemies. 

Michael Hyland, mason, stated that he had 
assisted in the search for the missing boy, 
and had passed this particular place on 
January 23, but without seeing any signs of 
the body. That night, after midnight, he 
dréamt that he recovered the body at this 
spot, and in the morning told William Toole 
about it. Later he told Mrs. Gavin, Knock- 
rath, and finally went to the father of the 
boy, whom he brought to the spot. . 

Sergeant Murray, , Glendalough, said that 
the river had been-patrelled. daily. since the 
boy was reported missing. 

On medical evidence the jury returned a 
verdict of “ Death from accidental drown- 
ing. -

MR. FREDERICK J. THOMPSON. 


The death took place suddenly on Sunday 
last, at his residence, 10 Eden Park, Sandy- 
cove. Co. Dublin, of Mr. Frederick J. Thomp- 
son, aged 67 years, of the firm of Messrs. A. 
and F. Thompson, merchant tailors and robe 
makers, of 8 Westmoreland street, Dublin. 
Mr. Thompson had been engaged at his 
business quite recently, and the news of his 
death came as a great shock to his many 
friends. He was a well known figure in the 
business life of Dublin, and was held in 
highest esteem. The Messrs Thompson were 
for many vears the official gown makers to 
Trinity College and the National University. 
and during’ his’ life Mr. Thompson had 
gowns made for many notable men on whom 
honorary academic degrees had been conferred, 
among them being the Duke of Connaught, the 
late Lord Roberts, the Earl of Ypres, Sir Henry 
Wilson, and Sir Hamilton Harty. The busi- 
ness had been carried on by three 
tions of the family. Founded in 1846, the 
premises were opened in St. Andrew. street. 
whence the firm moved to College street, and 
25 vears ago the business was transferred to 
the present address in Westmoreland street. 

The late Mr. Thompson was an active 
member of the Masonic Order. and held the 
rank of Past King of the R.A.C. In his 
vouth he was a well-known Rugby football 
player, and in 1892 was a member of Bective 
Rangers First XV. In the year of ‘the 
Phenix Park murders Mr. Thompson served 
on the Special Reserve of the hovel Irish 
Constabulary, and in 1916 during the 
bellion in Dublin he was included in 
Dubin General Reserve, and played an 
active part in the defence of the city. He 
was a member of the Citizens’ Committee of 
Trinity College and to the O.T.C. connected 
with the College -he presented a sword and 
several cups in recognition of their help 
during the rising in 1916. He was one of 
the founders of the Kingstown Golf Club. 
and was a life member. He was also a 
prominent member of the Rotary Club, and 
served as a member on the Kingstown Lile- 
boat Committee. 

Mr. Thompson’s father originally 
from Downpatrick, Co. Down, and 
mother was a member of the Webster family, 
which is well known in Wexford. Mr. 
Thompson married in 1894 Miss Florence 
McCleane, who lived only a short time, and 
in 1896 he married Miss Emily Whitney, of 
Wordsley.

The influenza epidemic is still raging 


in Belfast, and whole families are 
affected in some districts. 
There were more than 100 deaths in 


Belfast last week from influenza, and 
twenty-three more patients were admitted 
to the Belfast Infirmary since Saturday. 
Only the more serious cases are now being 
admitted to the institution. The others 
are visited, when desired, by the ‘‘ flying 
squad ” of nurses irom the Ked Cross 
Unit. 

These are. mostly V.A.D. nurses, who 
had experience in the war. They have 
volunteered for the work, and their valu- 
able advice and assistance is much appre- 
ciated, especially in the poorer districts. 
In some cases whole families are in bed 
with influenza, 

FUMIGATING LIBRARY BOOKS. 

Further precautions against the spread 
of the disease are to be taken.by the 


Public Health Department, under the 
direction of Dr. Barron, Acting Medical 
Superintendent Officer of Health. The 


Belfast Central Library and the branch 
library officials yesterday received instruc- 
tions not to give out books to persons in 
whose homes there is influenza. Bor- 
rowers when returning books are now 
asked if there is influenza in their homes. 
In the event of an affirmative answer, the 
books which they hand in are put on one 
side to be disinfected. 

Unfortunately, the weather in Belfast 
at present: is particularly severe. It is 
damp and cold, with little sunshine, and 
yesterday a heavy fog hung over the city 
and district for the greater part of the 
day. : 

‘*T do not think that the decline has 
set in yet,” said Dr. Barron in an inter- 
view. ‘‘If there were more sunshine I 
think there would be a marked change for 
the better, and the influenza would gradu- 
ally disappear.”’ 

FOUR DEATHS IN ONE FAMILY. 

One of the saddest cases in connection 
with the epidemic is that of four deaths 
in one family within ten days. Mr. 
James Jackson, a well-known Belfast fish 
merchant, died Jast Thursday, a few days 
after his brother, the Rev. Robert Jackson, 
minister of Stread Congregational Church. 
On Saturday Miss Mary Jackson, their 
sister, died also from influenza, and 
another sister, Miss Jennie Jackson, died 
on Sunday last from the same complaint. 
The four victims all passed away at their 
residence, 84 Limestone road, Belfast, and 


a fifth member of the family, another 
sister, is at present in -hospital with the

and the North generally during that period. 

Coal imports are one 6f the’ most ,important 
of industrial barometers, and in. 1928 only 
1,252,087 tons were imported, compared with 
1,500,299 ‘tons in the previous year. 

ion and steel plates, which are used ex- 
tensively in shipbuilding, were imported to 
the extent of 54.719 tons,;. compared with 
59,416 tons in 1927. There was an increase 
in the number of castihgs imported from 
10,853 tons to 16,192 tons. 

The manutactured tobacco’ exported was 
about the same as in the previous year—3,033 
tons in 1928, as against 5,088 tons in 1927— 
while the unmanutactured .tobacco imported 
was 2,945 tons, compared with 4,001 .tons in 
1927. 

Linen experts amounted to 33,264 tons, or 
over 5,000 tons less than in 1927. when the 
figure was 37,454 tons. Potatoes exported 
declined from 144,573. tons in 1927 to 127,894 
tons last year. 

There was a hig increase in cattle exports— 
109,842 last year, as against 88,108.in 1927. 
Butter exports declined from 2,224 tons ,to 
1,588 tons: but the imports of butter in- 
creased from 2,202 tons to 2,223 tons. Pigs 
exported declined from 15,754 in 1927 to 5,910 
in 1928; but pork exports ‘increased from 
1,808 to 5,270 tons. Fowl! exports increased 
from 3,838 tons to 4.686 tons in 1928.

SIR ALAN COBHAM VISITS 
RELFAST.

ARRIVAL IN DUBLIN 
THIS EVENING. 
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Sir Alan Cobham arrived in Belfast yester- 
day to lecture upon his Empire flights, and 
was the m& of the Ulster Branch of the 
Overseas. League at a special luncheon. 

Replying to the toast of ‘‘ Our Guest,” Sir 
Alan Cobham laid stress upon the importance 
of Belfast as a centre in connection with the 
proposed National Flying Services. He said 
that he firmly believed that in Belfast they 
had a most magnificent site for an aerodrome 
at the harbour. ‘Sir Sefton Brancker, when 
he saw it, agreed with him that it might 
make Belfast one of the finest air ports in 
the whole world. 

““I do certainly look forward to the day,” 
said Sir Alan, ‘‘ when Belfast will have her 
direct flying boats to the other side.” 

During this summer he proposed to tour 
around the British Isies, rád Cú oÍ course, 
Ireland. He wanted to-find a hundred or so 
towns to put down a hundred landing 
grounds. He believed that the first step 
towards promoting the spirit of aviation 
throughout the Empire was to create an in- 
terest in it right here at home. And they 
could not get a proper commercial develop- 
ment of aviation until every town in the 
British Isles: had its own landing ground. 
(Hear hear.) 

TWENTY-FIVE CENTRES WANTED. 

During the day Sir Alan Cobham called 
upon the Lord Mayor, Sir William Coates, 
Bart., and aiso had an interview with Sir 
Wiliam Turner, D.L., the ex-Lord Mayor, 
wliose interest. in aviation is well known. 

The famous airman explained that he was a 
director of National Flying Services, which 
was to be floated shortly. One of the schemes 
they had in view was that, if a town or body 
provided a flat a oÍ ground, leased it to 
the company and guaranteed a certain number 
of flying members, the new concern would 
guarantee to build the hangars and clubhouse, 
provide the flying machines, personnel, ete.. 
and also have. available a large number oí 
machines for taxi work. Belfast would be one 
ot twenty-five centres, he hoped, and it was 
their aim to have a hundred landing grounds.

France and Alsace. 


When the French Chamber meets to-day 
the situation in Alsace probably will. be 
the subject of an important debate. M. 
Poincaré and his colleagues are anxious 
about Alsace. During the last few years 
discontent has been increasing’ in the 
famous province, and the agitation for 
autonomy in. one shape or another has 
grown so rapidly that virtually every 
Alsatian now is a “ Home Ruler.’’ The 
movement, may be said to spring from 
the same sources that produced the 
demand for self-government in Croatia. 
When the: Allies. won the war the people 
of Alsace, as well as those of Lorraine, 
welcomed the return of the French with 
open arms. For more than forty years 
they had lived under the iron rule of the 
German Empire.. They i -4 grown to hate 
the military despotism of Prussia, and they 
believed that their restoration to France 
would bring them a measure of personal 
freedom which they never had enjoyed 
during their period of enforced exile. At 
first all went well. The French authori- 
ties strove to make a good impression, 
and, while the rest of France was forced to 
submit to‘stringent food-rationing, Alsace 
and Lorraine obtained ample supplies of 
everything. The President of the Republic, 


‘wifo at that time was M. Poincaré, went 


in person to Strassburg, where he was 
received with much enthusiasm ; and when 
the inhabitants were assured that they 
would retain all their existing privileges, 
with the added advantages of French 
citizenship, they rejoiced exceedingly, A 
new era had opened for, Alsace, 

Under Gértiian rule Alsace and Lorraine 
constituted a Iteichsland, and were subject 
to the authority of a governor and a pro- 
vincial council, The old German. system 
of administration was rather cumbersome, 
but it was very thorough and,*on the 
whole, it worked, well. Taxes were kept 
fairly low, public services were efficient, 


and the system of education was excellent.

Austria and Germany learnt 
many years ago that they could not be 
bullied into subservience, and France 
would ,be as foolish as Yugo-Slavia to 
ignore completely the demand _ for 
autonomy. A policy of repression would 
‘play directly into Germany’s hands, 
whereas sympathetic consideration of 
legitimate claims would deprive the 
agitators of their most powerful weapons. 


Idle Boys. 

In his address to the Dublin Rotary 
Club yesterday, the Reverend T. F. Ryan, 
S.J., discussed what really is the gravest 
aspect of the excessive unemployment oí 
to-day. Skilled workers and labourers 
may fall out of work to their own great 
unhappiness and their ‘families’ misery ; 
but, sooner or later, if they be respectable 
men, they are likely to find a fresh open- 
ing for their services. Grim as their case 
may be, it finds its solution in patience. 
On the other hand, the ranks of unemploy- 
ment are being recruited year by year by 
another class—that of young people who 
never have been employed and, therefore, 
never have acquired the habits of industry. 
Father Ryan rightly described the un- 
fortunate state of these young people as 
demoralising. Up to the end of a child’s 
fourteenth year attendance at school is 
compulsory. Every year thousands of 
boys and girls leave school at the age of 
fourteen. More than half of these never 
have reached the sixth standard ;.a con- 
siderable proportion is virtually illiterate. 
By the Free State School Attendance Act 
of 1926 it is.intended that children Jeav- 
ing school shall be watched for a certain 
period. Hitherto, however, the provisions 
of the Act have not come fully into opera- 
tion, and thus it is impossible to obtain 
accurate statistics concerning the number 
of young people for whom. release from 
school has meant merely admission. to 
idling groups of “corner boys.” A State 
that would have a content and industrious 
people ought to ensure that every boy and 
girl shall begin life with hope and en- 
compassed by every possible stimulus to 
ambition. The youth who goes from school 
direct to some humble beginning in com- 
merce. or industry, in the transport’ 
services or in employment on the Jand, if 
he bends bis young energies cheerfully to 
his occupation, promises to do well. On 
the other hand, the youth who finds 
employment only when he has wasted 
months or years in the streets goes to 
that employment without zest, and the 
feckless habits that he has acquired render 
him an unsatisfactory worker. It is true, 


indeed, that the State cannot conjure 
employment ‘into being for all the 
thousands of young people ‘who are 


released annually from school; but, as 
Father Ryan said, it can retain those 
children longer in the school-room. It can 
make sure that when the young people do 
come to leave school they shall be better 
prepared for the work of the world. In 
Ireland to-day multitudes are idle; yet 
the employer who. needs a capable 
carpenter, a labourer who can dig up a 
garden within economic time, or a clerk 
who can write a grammatical and 
intelligent letter, is at a .loss. to 
discover such an employé. The difficulty 
of finding a domestic servant who knows 
her business is notorious. Unemployment 
grows upon its own products, The State 
must act with sternness if the rising: 
generation is to be saved. Parents must 
be compelled to keep their children at 
school until they can read and write 
the English language decently and have 
learned the rudiments of a trade ; and the 
pampering of wilful idlers with doles, 
relief and unearned pensions must cease.

A WARNING. 


COST OF GOVERNMENT 
TOO HIGH 


Krom Revter’s Corresponpent. 

WASHINGTON, Monday. 

With the National Government facing a 
possible deficit in the Budget of the 
current fiscal year, President Coolidge to- 
night issued a warning that rigid economy 
in Federal expenditure must be continued, 
and the rapidly mounting cost of State and 
local Governments must be sharply cur- 
tailed if the national prosperity is to be 
maintained, 
Addressing the business organisation of 
the Government for the last time, he said 
that, in spite of determined efforts for 
economy and savings in interest due to the 
yeduction of the national debt, Government 
expenditure was showing a tendency to 
increase. 


ANOTHER £200,000,000. 


The bills pending in Congress a short 
time ago, he estimated, would have 


doubled the annual national outlay, while 
the measures now on the Congressicnal 
calendars, approved by committees, would, 
it passed, cost more than a billion dollars. 

“It is a great mistake,” the retiring 
President continued, “ to suppose we can 
continue the national prosperity, with the 
attendant blessings ‘which it confers upon 
the people, unless we continue to insist 
upon constructive economy in the Ciovern- 
ment. ‘The margin between prosperity 
and depression is always Very small, 


RISING EXPENDITURE. 

“The cost of State and Local Govern- 
ments, rapidly mounting from 3,900,000,000 
dollars in 1921, reached 7,931,000,000 in 
1927. 
“This is. such a heavy drain.on the 
tarnings of..the people that it is the 
greatest menace to the continuance of 
prosperity, .It is a red flag warning to us 
oi the danger of depression.”’ 
lt is. time, the Chief of the Executive 
declared, that the Budget system, put into 
operation to save the country from eco- 
homic disaster, has been fully justified 
in the results of its eight year’s operation. 
Fach year has brought an ever-increasing 
Improvement, 
“ Expenditures diminished until 1927. 
‘hen, exclusive of the amount applied. to 
debt reduetion, they reached ‘a point 
below the three billion mark. This is two 
billion below 1921. ; 
“Billions were cut from the public 
debt. The first tax. reduction: came in 
November, 1921, and was followed by 
these suceeeding reductions.’’ 
While net claiming that the National 
hovernment deserved all the credit for 


the rapid restoration of the country’s 
usiness from the great depression of 
11, the President declared that wise 


Governm ntal policies unquestionably had 
3 dominant influence.

After a 
long time they succeeded in climbing out 
of the fuselage, and found the engine and 
landing gear torn off. They returned to 
the machine, and the next day at 3 p.m. 
they were discovered by another aeroplane. 

It returned at 8 p.m. and dropped food 
anid blankets, but the passengers were 


too deep for them to get out of the cabin. 
- Later the aeroplane dropped flares, and 
just after midnight a rescue party of eight 
men, with ten horses, led by a forest 
ranger, reached the pass. The rescuers 
were themselves almost exhausted, but 
after building a big fire and resting until 
the morning they put Mr. Barber on a 
horse, and they all set out for a ranch, 
which they reached after six hours. 

Afterwards they went by sleigh five miles 
to the high road, where a motor car was 
waiting to take them into Elko.

TANKER, BADLY HOLED 
IN MERSEY.

The Rotterdam Lloyd steamer Merauke 
(6,674 tons gross), bound from the Dutch 
East Indies for Liverpool, London and Rotter. 
dam, with cargo and ngers, was In 
collision with an unknown steamer eight miles 
east of Dungeness during a dense Channel fog 
yesterday. | 

The Merauke was extensively damaged and 
began to make water rapidly. Her forehold 
and forepeaks became flooded, and she settled 
down by the head. At times some of her 
decks were awash, 

The Dover tugs, Lady Brassey and Lady 
Duncannon, rushed to her assistance and took 
her in tow They endeavoured to reach Dover 
Harbour, but the Merauke settled down so 
dangerously that they had to beach her last 
evening between Hythe and Sandgate. 

At low tide to-day efforts will be made to 
patch her up temporarily in order to tow her 
round into Dover Harbour. The crew are still 
on board and water was being pumped out in 
large volumes last evening. 

When the Marauke was observed down by 
the head the Dungeness lifeboat put out, but 
her serVices were not needed. 


LOCKED TOGETHER 
FOR HOURS. 


HOW TANKER WAS SAVED 
FROM SINKING. 


A collision occurred during the fog yester- 
day between the Liverpool steamer Palacio 
a tons gross) and the British Mexican 
*etroleum Company’s tanker Inverurie (7,000 
tons) at the West Bar Lightship in the 
Mersey. 

The Palacio is stated to have struck the 
tanker in her stern, just forward of the 
bridge, making a large hole in her side, above 
and below the water line. The Palacio kept 
her bows pressed into the Inverurie’s side, 
and so prevented an inrush of water, and the 
crew were taken off. 

At slack water in the afternoon the Palacio 
backed clear with the assistance of a tug. 
She was found to be damaged above the 
water line. 

No one was injured when the cdllision 
occurred. 

Tons of crude oil poured out of the riven 
side of the Inverurie, and were carried out to 
sea by the ebbing tide. 

When it was seen that there was 
immediate danger, the tanker’s crew returned 
on board their vessel. Tugs were standing 
by last evening, and the cargo was being 
transferred to the Inverleith. 


COLLISION OFF ODUNGENNESS. 

A collision occurred in the fog off Dun- 
geness yesterday between the steamer Ravels- 
ton, of Grangemouth, and the Greek steamer 
Neion. 

A Lioyd’s message states that the Dun- 
geness liteboat’ found the Ravelston at anchor 
with her fovepeak full of water. She did not 
require assistance. She was later reported to 
have passed Dover, making for Gravesend. 

Lloyds also report that the Neion, which 
carried a cargo of grain from the River Plate, 
had no open wound, but had some plates 
dented on the starboard side. She put into 
Dover, and, after a diver had attended her, 
sailed for London. ,

The French steamer Emile Delmas (2,100 
tons), which went ashore in the Formby 
estuary of the Mersey in November, was re- 
tloated yesterday by the Liverpool and Glas- 
gow Salvage Association. 

The vessel grounded half a mile from the 
Channel, being driven broadside on shore in 
a gale. Twenty-three of the crew were 
rescued by the New Brighton lifeboat. 

The salvage staff constructed a temporary 
dock around the vessel, and pulled the bow 
seawards until she refloated. 

The Press Association was yesterday in- 
formed by Messrs. Stanley and John Thomp- 
son, Lfd., ship-owners and brokers, of Bis- 
hopsgate, London, E.€.2, that the Silver 
Maple is in no immediate danger, and is now 
lying about 780 miles east of Boston.

COUNSEL’S STATEMENT. 


Mr. Phillip Vos, who represented the 
plaintiff, said that Mr. Lynch, in addition to 
being a master buteber, was a racehorse 
owner, and the defeudant was also an owner, 
as well as a trainer of racehorses. The 
parties met at the Horse Show and 
sales at Ballsbridge, Dublin, on September 
23rd, 1927, when Mr. Killalee consulted 
the piaintiff with regard to the purchase 
of a racehorse named Galahad, which 
hud been brought to the notice of the de 
fendant. On that occasion the defendant 
verbally agreed that, in consideration of Mr 
Lynch advising him as to the merits and 
value of this horse he (defendant) would pay 
Mr, Lynch, if he purchased, the odds to 
£25 the first race that the horse won in 
England. In these circumstances, after the 
plamtiff had advised Mr. Killalee as to the 
horse, that gentleman purchased it and took 
1% to England. In December, 1927, the 
horse won a race in England and started 
ut ten to one against, and it was in 
connection with this, that Mr. Lynch was 


vow bringing his action. 


At the time of tlie sale, Mr. Lynch was 
part-owner of the horse, and. he told Killalee 
that, rather than let it go cheaply, he would 
buy it himself.

COMMITTEE'S WORK. 


ADDRESS AT DUBLIN 


AA. 
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Speaking at the meeting of the Dublin 


Rotary Club yesterday in Clery's Restaurant 


on the subject of Juvenile Employment in 
Dublin, the Rev. Thomas F. Ryan, 8.J.. 
Belvedere College, said that education In 
Ireland was compulsory to the end of the 
fourteenth year, and that at that age the 
great majority of Dublin children leave school 
to seek employment. Of these a small pro- 
portion registered at the Juvenile Employ- 
ment Exchange. That institution, notwith- 
standing a good deal of criticism, admirably 
fulfils a very useful function. Ever since 
employment exchanges were set up by the 
Labour Exchanges Act of 1909, it was clearly 
realised that juveniles could not be treated in 
the same way as adult workers, and that special 
arrangements should be made for them. In 
the case of adults it is enough if the exchange 
brings together the workers who need employ- 
ment and the employers who want workers ; 
the adult worker has experience to guide and 
he can accept or refuse the employment 
offered him as he thinks fit. The juvenile 
has no experience; he is likely to grasp at 
the first opening that is offered him, how- 
ever unfitted for it he may be, and an unwise 
choice on his part may ruin his life and spoil 
his utility as a citizen. 
COMMITTEE’S FUNCTIONS. 

For this reason, when the Labour Ex- 
changes Act was framed, it was considered 
necessary to provide some machinery by 
which juveniles could be helped to select 
that type of employment which was most 
suited to their education and aptitude. The 
Act, therefore, gave power to establish 
advistory committees, whose functions should 
be—(1) To advise the Board of Trade (now 
the Ministry of Industry and Commerce) 
with regard to the management of employ- 
ment exchanges in their districts in relation 
to juvenile applicants for employment; and 
(2) either themselves, or in co-operation with 
any other bodies or persons, to give informa- 
tion, advice and assistance to boys and girls 
and their parents, with respect to the choice 
of employment and other matters bearing 
thei eon. The committees consist of repre- 
sentatives of local employers and workpeople, 
of religious and educational bodies, and they 
generally include also some _ independent 
persons with a knowledge of and an interest 
in questions affecting juvenile employment. 
Since 1911 these committees have been func- 
tioning in Ireland: in Dublin, Cork, Limerick 
and Waterford. 

THE RIGHT EMPLOYMENT. 

Speaking from my own experience as a 
member of the Dublin Advisory Committee 
for Juvenile Employment, said Father Ryan, 
I can say that this Committee tries its best 
to do useful work, and that its recommenda- 
tions always receive courteous attention 
from the Ministry with which it has to 
deal. The work of the Committee is to 
help to put the right boy or girl in the 
right employment. Proceeding to detail the 
procedure adopted by the Committee towards 
the desired result, Father Ryan said :—An 
exhaustive survey of local industrial con 
ditions, made when the Committee was origi- 
nally appointed, is kept up-to-date, so as to 
indicate possible openings for young people in 
the different industries and callings in the 
Dublin area. The assistance of school 
teachers is invoked. Under the School At- 
tendance Act of 1926, particulars relating to 
all children who reach the school-leaving age 
are to be sent in at the beginning of each 
school term. These children, with their 
parents, are invited for interviews with mem- 
bers of the Commitee and the Secretary. Co- 
operation with parents is maintained by 
means of these interviews. Advice is given 
to them as to the principal sources of em- 
ployment. Parents are recommended to ex- 
tend the period of their children’s educa- 
tion, aud to select, when employment be- 
comes necessary, occupations suited to the in- 
dividual capacity of the children, and pre- 
ferably those which afford prospects of use- 
ful training and permanent employment. 

_ AFTER-CARE. 

Collaboration with employers is established 
by submitting suitable applicants for 
vacancies notified to the Exchange, and by 
trying to induce local employers to make use 
of the Juvenile Labour Exchange when en- 
gaging juvenile workers. Lastly, throuzh 
the after-care sub-committee, the Advisory 
Committee follows the careers of bovs and 
girls during the first years of employment, 
and helps them with friendly advice whenever 
it 1s required, 

At present, of those who register at the 
Juvenile Exchange, work can be found for 
about only one in ten, 4,496 applied last 
year, and employment was secured for only 
428. The percentages of juvenile applicants 
finding employment during the past four 
years are 9.5, 7.7, 1.7, 10.08. 'This shows 
how poor is the chance of any boy or girl 
getting employment when they leave school. 
I'he small number of positions is due to a 
certain extent to the fact that there are 
many employers who do not make use of the 
Exchange, but even if there were more 
vacancies, the percentage would probably re- 
main more or less the same. In certain 
years the number of vacancies greatly in- 
creased, but the number of applicants always 
increased proportionately. 


ALARMING SITUATION, 

At any rate, we can safely say that several 
thousand boys and girls of fourteen years 
are being added every year to the un- 
employed of our city. This is really a very 
alarming situation; for experience shows that 
the unemployed boy of to-day is the un- 
employable man of to-morrow. The de- 
moralising effects of unemployment at an 
early age are incalculable, while the effect 
on the industrial development of the country 
of the growth of an appreciable section of 
the population which is unfitted for regular 
employment is a matter so serious that it 
cannot be overlooked. 

Is there any remedy that can be sug- 
gested? The obvious one is that these chil- 
dren should be kept on at school after the 
age of fourteen. The advisability of this 
is still more evident when we examine the 
educational standard attained by the 
juveniles who register at the Dublin Ex- 
change. Taking the figures of last year, 
of those who registered .for employment 
immediately after leaving school 54 per cent. 
had not reached the sixth standard, and 
of these 5.5 per cent. were under the fourth 
standard—that is to say, were practically 
illiterate. Of those who were placed in 
their first situation after leaving school, 
51.6 per cent. had not reached the 
sixth standard, and of these 4.3 per 
cent. were under the fourth standard. 
Of those who applied for street-trading 
licences, 92.6 per cent. had not reached the 
sixth standard, and of these 36.4 per cent. 
had not reached the fourth standard. 


FINANCIAL DIFFICULTIES. 

Financial difficulties at present seem t) bar 
the way to raising the school-leaving age, 
but in view of the seriousness of the situa- 
tion, some provision for the continuance of 
the education of unemployed juveniles seems 
an absolute necessity. Since 1921, attendance 
at approved courses of instruction is a 
necessary condition for the receipt of un- 
employment benefit by juvenile claimants. 

As juveniles, however, are noteeligible for 
the benefits of unemployment insurance until 
they have reached sixteen, we have the 
curious anomaly that some provision is made 
for the education of unemployed juveniles 
who are over sixteen, but none for those 
between the ages of 14 and 16. The Com- 
mission on Technical Education, which issued 
its report in October, 1927, recommended 
that attendance at whole-time schools should 
be compulsory in urban areas for all 
young persons between 14 and 16 who 
are not in employment, and that the exemp- 
tion from employment to attend these 
schools should be granted only to those in 
approved employment. This recommenda 
tion had also been made by the Dublin Advi- 
sory Committee, which further recommended 
that this scheme should be put in operation 
in Dublin without delay. as it is within the 
ower of the Minister for Education to do 
- the School Attendance Act, of 1926. The 
Cómmittee also suggested that when the un 
employed juveuiles had reached the sixth 
standard they should be transferred to 
special schools, in which such subjects as 
handicraft and physical drill should be part 
of the curriculum. 

BLIND-ALLEY OCCUPATIONS. 

Some such scheme as this seems the only 
practical solution, and every year’s delay in 


putting it into operation is having a Warmful 
on the moral of a large body of 
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juveniles, and consequently on the future of 
the country. 

An additional advantage in this scheme 1s 
the fact that young boys and girls would be 
prevented from adopting blind-alley occupa- 
tions. A great number of juveniles who get 
employment are in positions that are certain 
not to be permanent. There is also that 
worst of all blind-alley occupations—street 
trading. (Hear, hear.) From personal ac- 
quaintance with a large number of these 
juveniles, especially newsboys, [ have no 
beaitation in saying that, in its ultimate 
effects, it is an occupation that in many 
cases is even more harmful than ,unemploy- 
ment. 

Apart from the fact that it has on young 
persons none of the disciplinary value of 
regular employment, it leads to gambling on 
the part of boys and begging on the part of 
a large number of boys and girls. Tho 
Juvenile Employment Exchange deals with 
the licensing of these young street traders, 
all of whom are supposed by the bye-laws to 
wear badges and to attend special classes. 
The regulation about attendance at classes 
has never been enforced, and the efforts of 
the Civic Guard to secure the wearing of the 
badge have not been very successful. The 
result is that many unlicensed traders are 
on the streets, many of them under fourteen, 
This naturally interferes with their educa 
tion, and accounts for the considerable per- 
centage of illiteracy among them. 

STREET TRADING. 

In the interests of the juveniles themselves 
I should be strongly in favour of the prombi 
tion of street trading by anyone under 
eighteen years of age. In very few cases 
would this cause any additional hardship to 
the very poor families to which they be- 
long, for in the majority of cases they are 
the children of unemployed tathers, who 
could take their places, and would probably 
do so readily if street trading were no longes 
practically considered to be a child’s work 

Concluding with an appeal to employers 
to give their co-operation, Father Byan said; 
It is regrettable that there is not employ 
ment for all, but, since there is not, 1f 1s t» 
be desired, in the public interest. that the 
best should be employed, rather than the 
second or third best. It is this which the 
Juvenile Employment Exchange tries to do, 
but it can only succeed in its purpose by tha 
co-operation of employers. 

DUBLIN FIRM’S PLAN, 

Mr. Charles Jacob, moving a vote of 
thanks to Father Ryan, for what he described 
as an intensely interesting address, said that 
he had great sympathy with the suggestions 
to raise the school-leaving age to 15 or | 
years, because boys and girls were not pro- 
perly educated at fourteen. His firm, some 
years ago, recognised the difficulty of putting 
boys to a trade or business which they did 
not understand, and so a department was set 
up in their biscuit factory in which boys and 
girls were taught in the various processes, 
and thus were prepared for the particular de- 
partment in which each one was to be placed. 
That had a very good effect in helping them in 
connection with their work afterwards. 

Training in handicrafts also was very use- 
ful, especially in woodwork, and every boy 
and girl in their employment received five 
hours a week instruction, not only in that 
work, but in reading, writing and arithmetic. 
He did not think that the schools in the 
country paid sufficient attention to agricul- 
tural training. The age at which boys should 
be allowed to engage in street trading should 
be raised. 

Mr. J. W. Br ttain, seconding, said that the 
subject treated by Father Ryan was a very 
serious one. In his own business they had 
fixed the age at which girls should be em- 
ployed at not less than sixteen years. 

Mr. McGloughlin asked what the financial 
difficulty was to which Father Ryan referred. 
He thought that leaving school at fourteen 
would be making things worse from the 
financial point of view. He could not make 
out why there was not some standard of 
education applied to school leaving. 

RECURRING DIFFICULTY. 

Mr. McMillan said that he believed that 
if the age were raised to fifteen or sixteen 
years, the difficulty would recur as to find- 
ing employment. 

Mr. Summerfield asked if trade unions were 
represented on the Advisory Committee and 
what their attitude was to work and partl- 
cularly trade occupations. 

The vote having been passed, 

Father Ryan said that the remarks of Mr. 
Jacob showed what could be done for chil- 
dren if employers could be got to take an 
interest in. them. The financial difficulty was 
concerned with the cost of providing more 
school accommodation and paying mote 
teachers. The Ministry of Education was 
in favour of better provision being made, 
but there was no money with which to 
build schools or to pay teachers. There was 
not room in the Dublin schools for all the 
children who should be in schools. It was, 
said Father Ryan, nothing short of a crime 
to have children of fourteen years trading 
in the streets. There were representatives 
of the trade unions on the Advisory Com- 
mittee, and his experience was that it was 
possible for a poor boy te become an engi- 
neer or a doctor, but it was not easy to turn 
him out a skilled workman. If Ireland were 
to go on exporting man power, the skilled 
rather than the unskilled labourer would 
have a better chance of living when he went 
abroad. 

The President (Mr. TL. Smith Gordon) 
announced the death of Mr. Fred Thompson, 
a member of the Club, and all present stood 
up to express regret for a gentleman who 
was highly respected.

EARNING POWER WELL MAINTAINED. 

Our earning power has thus been well main- 
tained. The balance of undivided profits 
carried forward from the  proiit al loss 
account of 3lst December, 1977, amounted to 
£530,652. ‘This balance was increased in June 
last to £34,579. Our net profits and this 
balance combined give the total of £86,865 
2s. Td. to credit of our profit and loss aceount. 
The sum of £10,000 has been transferred te 
the reserve fund, which is thus brought up te 
£650,000. It is proposed to apply £7, in 
reduction of our bank premises account, to 
pay a dividend as befuve at the rate of 125 
per cent. per annum, and, m addition, & 
bonus of one per cent. for the vear. This 
will leave to be carried forward a balance of 
£535,115, which is about £2,500 more’ than that 
carried forward at the end of 1927. On re. 
viewing the entire position, the directors felt 
that they would be fully justified in recom. 
mending the payment of the bonus referved 
to, and thev have no doubt that the recom- 
mendation meets with vour full approval. 

NEW NOTE ISSUES. 

The legal tender note issue of the Free 
State came into operation, as you know, in 
September last, and we, in common with the 
other banks, assisted in every way possible in 
having the issue cireulated throughout the 
country. .As regards the impending issue of 
consolidated Gas. notes, it is expected that 
the necessary arrangemenis will be completed 
by the Currency Commission within the 
current half-year, when we shall obtain our 
quota, amounting to £439,000, as fixed hy 
the Currency Act. We shall thus become a 
bank of issue, a privilege calculated to prove 
of material advantage to the bank. In eon 
clusion, I desire once again to atknowledce 
the services of the staff and to express the 
Board's appreciation of the work done by 
them during the past year. :
